Tadir won two seats in the 
Jerusalem municipal council 
because residents have become em- 
bittered over the National Religious 
Party's “‘lack of concern"' for 
religious education and services in 
the city, Tadir's two councillors said 
yesterday. , 

Eltan Ben-David and David 
Zucker told the. press that they 
weren't surprised by their 
movement's victory (about .6,000 
voters supported the Hast), even 
though Hanoch Smith's TV poll had 
predicted after the polls closed that 
it wouldn't receive even one seat. 

“We even hoped for three, but 
many religious voters were afraid 
that if Tadir didn't get in their vote 
would be wasted, so they cast their 
ballots for other lists,"’ maintained 
Ben-David, the 39-year-old manager 
of a factory who successfully fought 
for the construction of the religious 
Paula Ben-Gurion School. 

Ben-David said that 15 the NRP 
had shown interest in reli ser 
vices, synagogues and sc! for 
the nelghbourhoods, there would 
have been no need to establiah Tadir 
a few months ago. Tadir did not ex- 
pect much help from Agudat 
Yisrael, which came out second best 


εἶπ the election with five seats. ‘They 


worry about their own inatitutions 


and interests and don't fight for 
quarters where there are few Agudat 
Yisrael voters." 

The Tadir central committee, 
composed of representatives from 
all of the city's quarters, will meet 
floon to decide the movement's posi- 
tion on such issues as hotel kashrut, 
achool integration, public entertain- 
ment on Friday nights and syn- 
agogue construction. 

Ben-David asserted that explosive 
issues, such aa the construction of &

No solution for shortage of nurses in TA 


3 lem P ᾿ 
TEL AVIV. — The chronic shortage 
of nurses in Te) Aviv hospitals will 
continue into the foreseeable future, 
acco! to David Yotan, who holds 
the health portfolio in the 
municipality. 

He told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that ‘‘the nurses will con- 
tinue ‘to suffer from overwork and 
will think twice about continuing in 
their profession. But ‘most impor- 
tant, the patients will receive in- 
adequate nursing care, and their 
stay in the hospitals. will often 
become a nightmare.”" 

There are three hospitals in Te] 
Aviv: Ichilov, Hadassah Balfour, 
and the Kirya maternity hospital. At 
present they employ 700 nurses. ‘We 
can find work immediately for 
another 200 nuraes,"’ he said. 

Two solutions are possible, he 


said, The first way is to “import 
nurses" from abroad, a solution he 


suggested some time ago which ἡ 
aroused such strong opposition that . 


it has never been carried out. “But I 
still believe that this solution should 
be tested before being discarded,” 
he said. 

The second solution is to “give 
preferential treatment’’ to the 
nurses — meaning to give them 
more pey. ‘But this is impossible in 
a country where the pay of every 
profession is linked to that of every 
other profession,” he declared. 

Yotan said that the municipality is 
trying to tackle the problem on a 
smaller scale by finding suitable 
housing for unmarried nurses and 
day-care centres for the children of 
young married ones. ‘Work incen- 
tive"’ prizes up to 12,000 each for 18 
nurses ἃ year are also being given, 
he said. ᾿

if Namibia elections held” 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — After 
two weeks of diplomatic wrangling, 
the UN Security Council has told 
South Africa to cancel immediately 
the December internal elections 
scheduled for Namibia (South West 
Africa). 

If it does not agree, mandatory 
economic sanctions may be im- 
posed, the council warned the South 
Africans late Monday night. 

The five Western powers — Bri- 
tain, Canada, France, West Ger- 
many and the U.S. — abstained in 
the vote on the resolution, which was 
adopted 10-0. 

But Canadian Ambassador 
William Barton, speaking on behalf 
of the five delegations, warned South 
Africa not to misinterpret the 

abstention as a lack of determination 
to take enforcement measures as a 
last resort. 

The resolution condemns South 
Africa for calling Internal elections 
in defiance of the UN plan for 
peaceful transition of the territory to 


independence under the protection of 
a UN peacekeeping force. - 

It declares the results of the inter- 
nal poll, set for early December, as 
“null and void,” asks South Africa to 
accept the UN plan and warns that 
failure to do so would compel the 
council to Inftlate sanctions action 
immediately. 

The resolution gives South Africa a 


. two-week breathing spell to make up 


dts mind. It requests that UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 


submit a pro; ‘report on South 
Africa’s com, or lack of it, by 
November 25. 

In negotiations preceding the vote 


the Western powers proposed to wait 
with sanctions until after the inter- 


‘nal elections, but black African 


delegations demanded immediate 
imposition of sanctions to force 
South Africa to accept the UN plan 
for internationally supervised elec- 
tions before establishment of an in- 
dependent Namibia in the former 
South African mandate. 


Canberra protests Soviet eavesdropping 


CANBERRA, Australia (UPI). 
Foreign Minister Andrew Peacock 
said yesterday that the Australian 
government ‘‘protested in the 
strongest possible manner" to the 
Soviet Union following the discovery 
last June of listening devices in the 
Australian embassy in Moscow. 

Peacock told a news conference 
the devices were carefully hidden-in 
the walls of rooms used by 
Australian diplomatic officers. They 
were discovered by workmen carry- 
ing out repairs. 

“Obviously the government and its 
“advisers could only conclude they 
had been installed by agencies of the 


‘Soviet government for the purpose of 


overhearing private conversations 
between Australian officials," he

Describing the Camp David 
framework as “almost miraculous," 
Carter acknowledged in a television. 
interview that it_ represented only | 
the Deginning of the negotiating ° 
process. He called'on both sides 
constructive and to “‘adopt cm 
promise." * 

Carter was interviewed Monday 
night by Bill Moyers of the national 
public broadcasting network. 
Following is the part of the interview 
devoted to Middie East questions. 

Moyers: What about the Middle 
East, Mr. President? 

Carter: I have put hundreds of 
hours in both preparation and direct 


negotiation, with the leaders in the ἡ 


Middle East, particularly Egypt and 
Israel. And Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, even to the extent.of aban- 
doning some of his other respon- 
sibilities in foreign affairs, has tried 
to bring about a successful conclu- 
sion of the peace treaty negotiations. 

There, again, we don’t have any 
authority over anyone else. We can't 
use pressure to make the Israelis 


and Egyptians come to a peaceful 
settlement of the disputes that have 
divided them. 

The Camp David framework, 
which was almost miraculous in its 
conclusion — it seems more 
miraculous in than it did 
at the time — is a sound basis for

Moyers: What is holding it up 
tonight? 

Carter: At Camp David it was a 
framework.

And there is no way that 
you could have a peace treaty with 
all of the ends tied down and all of 
the detailed agreements 
reached...without going far beyond 
what the Camp David outline re- 
quired. 


So both sides have demanded from 
the other additional assurances far 
above and beyond what Camp David 
said specifically. This is inherent in 
the process. And I think in some 
cases, in many cases, the two 
governments have reached agree- 
ment fairly well. ; 

Now I don't know what Js,going to 
happen.. We hope that-they will con-

agreement. .and be flexible on both 
les. 

These are ancient arguments, 
historical distrust, not easy to over- 
come. And the frustrating part about 
it is that we are involved in the 
negotiations, but we cannot make 
Tsrael accept the Egyptians’ 
demands, nor vice versa. We have to 
try to tone down those demands and 
use our influence. I don’t know what 
will happen about it. We just pray 
that agreements will be reached.

A FEELING of depression is, of 
course, something we all experience. 
It only becomes abnormal if it con- 
tinues after the circumstances that 
caused it have subsided, sometimes 
called reactive depreasion, or if it 
develops for no reason at all as with 
Haya, endogenous depression. 

In some depressive states, both 
these types may be intermixed and, 
of course, depression may occur 
with, or a5 a product of, a co-existing 
mental or physical illness. Whether 
this is considered abnormal will de- 
pend on the circumstances of the 
case as determined by a doctor. 


Be that as it may, all family doc- 
tors know that depression in all its 
various guises is fairly commonly en- 
countered. It ts likely that many 
more people suffer from minor or 
even major depression without seek- 
ing medical advice. And that is a pi- 
ty.

‘The endogenous sort of depression 
may often come on suddenly and un- 
expectedly, although sometimes it 
does seem to follow a period of great 
Strain. It may progress quite rapidly 
into a feeling of extreme 
hopelessness and despair. The condi- 
tion is usually marked by a variety of 
accompanying physical and mental 
symptoms. 

Typically, someone with such a 

. depression will complain of waking 
up in the early hours of the morning 
unable to drop off again, although 
they will have fallen asleep easily the 
night before. Altogether, there is a 
-general slowing down of many body 
Junctions and speech. mobility and 
reaction times may all ve culled. 
There is a general loss of interest in 
family and friends, work, hobbies 
and other pursuits — in fact in 
everything that is going on. 

Loss of appetite for food and love- 
making is almost always present, 
and in women menstrual periods 
may stop. In severe untreated cases, 
life loses all meaning and thoughts of 
suicide are never far away. 

Up to about middle-age, en- 
dogenous depression occurs more 
commonly in women, but as old age 
approaches both sexes are affected 
about equally and there is a tenden- 
cy, too, for the severity of the condi- 
tion to be worse at that stage of life. 
Often, too, there is a family history of 
the complaint.

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ISAW HAYA every two or three days 
after her first consultation to monitor 
her progress and make sure she was 
taking the prescribed treatment. 
With her consent, I informed her hus- 
band about the nature of her condi- 
tion and recruited his help in keeping 
an eye on things at home.

satisfaction doing other jobs, even 
part time, in Israel. A retired rabbi 
could manage an absorption centre, 
or teachers could work with’ 
children. And how successful 
he is depends in part on a decision — 
that has been pending for two years 
— by the premier on 2 re-drawing of 
responsibility for aliya and absorp- 
tion between the Agency and the Ab- 
sorption Mi: 

“There is no ideal solution," says 
the new director-general. ‘The 
problem is where to divide the 
responsibility between the stage 
when the potential oleh first con- 
siders immigration and the time 
when he has ta be provided with 
housing, employment and all other 
benefits after he settles in.” 

Dominitz asserts that ‘‘there must 
be a Jewish Agency" and that it 
must: be active in the aliya and ab-_, 
sorption process, because 1 
“represents the involvement οἵ 
world Jewry" in Israel. In addition, 
because of legal and tax limitations, 
the Jewish Agency can carry out 
assigaments that the government 
cannot. 

The government must be the ad- 
dress for absorption policy and plan- 
ning, he maintains, but the Agency 
should be the mechanism that deals 
with the immigrant-on a day-to-day 
basis. Whatever structure is finally 
worked out, the oleh should not have 
to run from one authority to another 
to get what he needs. 

His department is already discuss- 
ing .the effects of peace on its 
operations. ‘It will create new 
energy and voluntarism among 
world Jewry," he concludes. ‘But an 
increase in Western aliya will come 
only gradually. Aliya is a radical 
change in one's life, and the decision 
is not made lightly.””

LONDON. — We are a warrior race, 
and almost nothing is sO ¢com- 
monplace among 8 as physical 
bravery. We are also a herd animal, 

so moral courage is a far rarer com- 
modity. That is the main reason why 
8 million young men dled in World 
War I. 

‘There were other reasons they let 
themselves be led tamely into the 
slaughterhouse trenches, of course: 
ἃ sense of adventure, a young man's 
conviction of immortality — and the 
firing squad waiting for deserters. 

But all military organizations 
have always known that the main 
reason men do not run away from 
battle is the fear of losing their com- 
rades’ respect. 

There have been other, even 
worse, wars since. The Second World 
War killed five times 88 many peo- 
ple, most of them civilians. Korea. 
and Vietnam’ have suffered more 
total devastation in war than anyone 
could have envisaged in 1918. But 
still, World War I — simply “The 
Great War" to {ts survivors — 
remains the watershed of modern 
history in men’s minds. : 

Before 1914, the figures in the 
fading photographs lived in another 
world, not gentler or happier in their 
daily lives, perhaps, but marked by 
8 peculiar innocence. After 1918, 
their children have become Us, paid- 
up citizens of a savage century of 
mechanized killing and mass 
regimentation. 

This is, of course,'a hopelessly 
romantic view of the world: we are 
idealizing ‘the past and over- 
dramatizing our own circumstances. 
The 20th century is certainly no 
worse than the 13th for mass 
slaughter, nor than the ancient em- 
pires for regimentation. But there is 
ἃ kind of truth in the unconscious 
belief most people hold that modern 
times began with World War I — it 
was the time when we lost our in- 
mocence. 

EVERY HUMAN DEATH is ἃ 
private universe blinking out of ex- 
istence. The sickening tide of death 
that rolled across Europe in 1914-18

Eight million universes

Cambodia. the 20th century is a 
testament to the truth of that conclu- 
sion. Of course we are civilized, but 
we are also still ruled to a greater or 
lesser extent by the same violent 
emotions and savage instincts that 
governed our ancestors half a 
million years ago. When you give 
savages a sophisticated technology 
for killing, you should not be surprise 
by the results. 

We are not surprised any more, 
most of us, but it came as 8 vast sur- 
prise to the inhabitants of 1914. The 
past is a foreign country — a whole 
series of them, in fact — and in the 
country that Hes between 1875 and 
1914 most people really believed that 
we had left our age-old instinct for 
mass violence behind us. 

. They had huge standing armies all 
round them to prove them wrong, 
‘put they contrived to ignore them as 
‘we today ignore the nuclear weapons 
in our midst. The great shock of 1914- 
1918 that killed the old world forever 
was the discovery that material 
‘progress, education, science, and ali 
the things of which the 19th century 
‘was so proud did nothing to change 
the kind of animal we are: clever 
apes with machineguns. 


THAT IS NOT mere misanthropy or 
fashionable cynicism. Less than a 
thousand generations ago every 
adult human male on earth was a 
full-time hunter and warrior, as his 
ancestors had been for a hundred 


thousand generations before. We do | 


have machineguns, and things a 
great dea) nastier, and our main sur- 
vival problem as a race is how to 
control our old instincts in a new and 
terribly dangerous situation. 

The blood-drenched 20th century is 
in the mainstream of human history. 
It was the period before 1914 that 
was the island in time, when men 
could believe that Progress was 
changing us as quickly as it wag 
changing our machines:‘Then World 
War I tumbled us back into reality. 

Four years after the war ended, 
C.E. Montague, who at 47 had dyed 
his grey hair and enlisted as a 
private, wrote: . ‘Civilization itself 


wears.a strange new’ air’ of. 
War had’ 
diviliza- 


précariousness. The 
awakened the notion that’ 
tion, the whole ordered, fruitful joint 
actions of a nation, a continent, or 
‘the whole worid, was only a bluff. 

“When the world is at peace and 
fares well, the party of order and 
decency, justice and mercy and seli- 
control, is really only bluffing a 
‘much larger party of egoism and 
greed that would bully and:grab it if 
it dared...The bad men are not held 
down by force; they are only bluffed 
by the pretence of it. They have got 
the tip now..."

HARPSICHORD RECITAL. — Edith 
Picht-Axenfeld (Jerusalem Kbao, 
November 12) All-Bach Programme: 
Tocatta in Ὁ: English Suite No. 3 in G 
Minor; Chromatic Fantasy and Fugue in 
D Minor;- Partita No. 4 in Ὁ Major; 
Concerto in Itallan Style in ¥ Major. 


A HARPSICHORD has such limited 
Possibilities in respect to varying its 
sonorittes that a whole evening of 
this instrument alone puts a heavy 
burden on the listener. 

As the particular harpsichord at 
the disposal of the artist was not in 
Perfect conditior (the action of some 
of the keys was not too reliable) and 
its sound projection was somewhat 
unclear, the performer worked under 
a considerable handicap. 

Mrs. Picht-Axenfeld is undoubted- 
ly a most excellent representative of 
that slightly atevistic tribe of harp- 
sichord players trying to keep the 
sound of 18th century music alive. 
Surprisingly, she often appiled quite 
free tempi to phrases, but this could 
have been merely a sign of ner- 
vousness, as in other spots she 
adhered strictly to a straightforward 
performance. By confining her 
Programme exclusively to well- 
Ἄπονσι works of the great master, she 
gave her audience the relaxed 
pleasure of listening to ald friends 
without having to concentrate on 
something unfamiliar. On the other 
hand, this robbed the recital of a 
stimulus and continued interest.

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Stranded Cypriot 
ship to be 
auctioned 


HAIFA. — The Haifa Admiralty 
Court yesterday issued an order for 
the public sale of the 16,000-ton 
Cypriot freighter Helena 1, which: 
has been stranded“in Eflat harbour 
for the past three months. The ship is 
to be auctioned by the Haifa execu- 
tion office in a few days. It was 
jearned that ἃ foreign shipping com- 


-pany is interested in purchasing the 


vessel, which is valued at $500,000. 

District Court President τ΄. Guber- 
nik, sitting on the Admiralty Court 
bench, issued the sale order at the 
request of attorney Yisrael Gil, who 
represents the 27 foreign seamen 
who had manned the ship. They in- 
cluded Greek, Egyptian, Iraqi, 
Pakistani and Sri Lanka nationals, 
and all have been repatriatéd since 
the mishap occurred. 

The ship had Jeft Eilat for South 
Africa with a cargo of 15,000 tons of 
potash worth about $im. She ran 
@ground in the Tiran Straits and had 
to be towed back to Eilat after her 
engines broke down. 

Meanwhile the Cypriot company 
which owned her went bankrupt and 
abandoned the ship in Eilat. 

Judge Gubernik also ordered the 
27-man crew to be paid $103,000 from 
the proceeds of the sale. Attorney Gil 
had claimed that sum for wages and 
fringe benefits owing the sailors, and 
for the cost of their air fares home. 
During the two weeks the men were 
stranded on the ship the Marine Of- 
ficers Union had supplied them with 
food. 

Besides the debt to the seamen, 
there are claims against the ship by 
the Ports Authority for about $5,000 
in port fees.

ISRAEL has again been denounced by UNESCO, this time for 
archaeological digs in Jerusalem which are supposed to en- 
danger and desecrate Islamic monuments. So what else, as 
former Ambassador Chaim Herzog once asked on a similar oc- 
casion, is new? : 

We have long ago come to expect little respect for education, 
selence and culture from the UN Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization. For if it is not the matter of excavations 
into the past, it will be the issue of the present condition of Arab 
schooling in the administered areas. 

Α report on Arab schooling, drawn up by an expert in- 

.vestigative panel, is being withheld from publication by the 
UNESCO secretariat lest it offend the Arab states, whose 
cherges it falls to sustain. 

Tne condign punishment meted out to Israel for its alleged 
archaeological crimes — denial of access to the organization's 
assistance funds — is one that this country will easily survive. 
There {s some question, on the other hand, how long UNESCO 
wilj survive its systematic assault on truth, which it has lately 
extended to the freedom of the press. 

UN=S5CO's latest anti-Israel resolution, the harbinger of more 
to come shortiy, would not, however, be worthy of any comment 
were it not for the composition of the sponsoring and supporting 
east of member states. For among these there was Egypt, too. 

This used to be taken for granted, of course. But it cannot be 
any longer, not after President Sadat’s voyage to Jerusalem — 
end certainly not after Camp David. 

States at peace can no doubt have their political differences, 
which they may vent at each other in international forums. It 
need not be expected that Israel and Egypt will never come to 
verbal blows at the UN even after they have concluded peace. 

The traditional condemnations of Israel by UN organs, 
however, are mere instruments of an Arab design to bring about 
Israel's extinction. In aligning itself with the likes of Syria and 
traq on, say, digs in Jerusalem, Egypt is in effect serving notice 
that the signing of a peace treaty will still not bring the old war- 
fare to an end. 

This is most distressing news. Perhaps Mr. Sadat does not ful- 

7 2ppreciate its implication. In that case it should be promptly 
explained to him. .

RAILWAY PASSENGERS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — The Director, of Israel 
Railways seems determined to 
decrease the number of passengers 
using thig means of transportation. 
What other reason can there be for 
the following cuts in service: 

1) Abolition of morning trains 
from Jerusalem, Haifa and Tel Aviv 
to Beersheba except on Sundays. 

2) Abolition of Saturday night ser- 
vice between Haifa and Tel Aviv. 

3) Abolition of the afternoon train 
from Beersheba ‘to Jerusalem and. 
the North. 

But I received the crowning blow a 
few daya ago when I wanted to take 
the morning train from Beersheba to 
Haifa. I was informed that it had 
been abolished, since the morning 
train from Jerusalem which used to 
pick up passengers from Beersheba 
to Haifa had been abolished, thus 
depriving passengers from two cities 
of this service at one stroke. 

I begin to get the feeling that the 
General Manager of the Israel 
Railways considers passengers as 
a nuisance.

The General Manager of the

As things stand today, the lines in 
the south are either obsolete or 
overworked. The line to Jerusalem 


was built in 1888 and needs to be- 


modernized. The line to Dimona, 
Oron and Har-Zin, built during the 
past two decades, carries very 
heavy traffic from the Negev 
deposits (phosphates, potash, etc.) 
northwards. All lines in Israel are 
singletrack and can carry only a 
limited number of trains in both 
directions. As a result the Railways 
management had to cut down 
passenger services in order to give 
priority to the transport of mining 
products, most of them exports. 

If and when the Government ap- 
proves the construction of a railway 
Iink to Bilat, the passenger services 
in the south will benefit from such an 
expansion of the network. We hope 
for such a development in the 
eighties.

ARAB BOYCOTT 
. MAY COLLAPSE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — When, at long last,. the 
Jewish establishment helped lead 
the U.S. Congress into adopting an 
anti-boycott law last year, we heard 
criticism from some quarters that 
we had compromised principle and 
settled on ἃ statute that had large 
and weakening loopholes. 

We tried to say at the time to our 
constituency that it was likely the 
U.S. Congress could have been per- 
suaded to force through a much 
tougher law than finally was 
adopted. But the price, we added, 
would be a vengeful anger in 
American business circles for our 
having unduly restricted their 
freedom of enterprise. Had this oc- 
curred, we would have had a Pyrrhic 
victory; large companies, although 
bound by law against any Kind of ex- 
ception (loophole) te anti-boycott 
provisions, would have so resented 
the situation that, in retribution, 
they would have refrained from 
trading with Israel.
